We have to take our silver 
300 miles across a mountainous country by 
mules. On the back ofeach mule we strap two 
bars of silver w ing from ninety to 100 
pounds, and worth from $1,000 to $1,200 each. In 
eight years we have lost but one bar, and that 
from an accident.”’

New York, Sept. 2.—The mysterious move- 
mentof the stock market during the last 
week and the continued rumors from all 
sources that some important developments 
were hanging over the railroad and telegraph 
world were explainea by facts which were 
made public late this afternoon. After break- 
ing off his negotiations with Ives & Co. Mr. 
Garrett went to London, where the negotia- 
tions were continued with J. S. Morgan, 
and today a deal was announced com- 
parable in importance to the West 
Shore settlement with the New York 
Central, and the forming of the Reading syn- 
dicate to reorganize that company. Both of 
these deals were carried through by Drexel, 
Morgan & Co., but in the latter case Edward 
Lauterbach was the most prominent figure as 
amediator between the Gowen and Drexel in- 
terests, and in the agreement now made he 
also takes a prominent place. The consum- 
mation of the contract made today was 


held in abeyance until, his opinion was

of whether 
the sterling loan made by the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad covered the 
telegraph system of the company. After 
studying the question in all its aspects he de- 
cided that the telegraph lines were free from 
all liens, and on receiving this opinion the 
agreement, in the nature of a preliminary 
contract, was executed today.

Enormous Expenses of the Baltimore & 
Ohio in Building the New York Branch. 
Puuapsetruls, Pa., Sept. 2,—[Special.}]— 

Some of the reasons that -have brought the 

Baltimore & Ohio Railroad to the condition in 

which it is found today tie in the attempt of 

Mr. Garrett to build a road from Baltimore 

to New York City. The Philadelphia & 

Baltimore Road has cost $18,000,000, 

including the terminals in the two cities. 


A short road and a tunnel in this city, 


connecting the Philadeiphia & Baltimore 
with the Reading, cost $4,500,000 more, and 
$1,000,000 has been spent on Staten Island. 
Banking and railroad authorities have esti- 
mated that the amount of the Baltimore & 
Ohio mr debt, which needs protection, 
is $11,000, There has been $2,000,000 

ro here already, and as much more 

as not yet matured. From $4,000,000 
to 000, of loans have matured in 
New York recently. Railroad officials from 
the Western part of the State declare that 
statements published that the company was 
behind out there in its wage payments are 
true. Many holders of the notes of the com- 
pany here have been meaty relieved by the 
recent development by which the company 
has found a way to raise some money. Asa 
resuit of the contract which the syndicate 
is to make with the Baltimore & Ohio 
management the fine properties which have 
been recently acquired here will be so much 
dead weight to carry. Their road was ina big 
hole, and there it is likely to stay. A. J. 
Cassatt is the only person mentioned here as 
likely to be made President of the Baltimore 
& Ohio under the new scheme. Penusyl- 
vania railroad officials say he will become 
the head of the concern, and that 
their corporation will feel safe with him 
in that position.

Loud Calls for a Square Deal—Some Wheat 
in Elevators Only Fit for Hog-Feed— 
An Interesting Story Now Floating 
Around—A Delicate Maneuvre—The In- 

. quiry Not to Be Allowed to Drop—The 

‘Grievance of the Barley Men. 

The bad-wheat excitement on ’Change has 
not blown over yet by any means. The 
matter has assumed larger proportions than 
it enjoyed before the committee handed in 
its reassuring report, and people are grum- 
bling in all direcuons that a square deal is 
something very much needed. The proba- 
bility is that the whole subject would have 
been disposed of for an indefinit period in the 
report referred to had not a number of mill- 
ers arrived from the East and Northwest in 
the hope of buying a tolerably good article of 
wheat suitable for immediate milling pur- 
poses at a very reasonable price. Ed San- 
derson, a prominent Milwaukee milier, was 
among the first to arrive. He got the sub- 
stance ot the committee’s report by tele- 
graph, and came right down here with the 
intention of relieving the elevator-men of a 
portion of the third of a million bushels of 
wheat which they had been compelled to 
purchase. He went out to one of the eleva- 
tors where a good deal of this wheat was 
awaiting a purchaser and examined it. 
Yesterday when seen on ’Change he did not 
hesitate to say that he would not touch the 
wheat he had seen with a forty-foot pole. 
He declared that it was not fit to be convert- 
ed into an article of human food. He had 
come here thinking it might be made into a 
low grade of flour, but found that it was fit 
for nothing but hog-feed. A member of the 
New York milling firm of Bingham Bros. 
told practically the same story. 

This kind of talk was naturally provocative 
of a renewed discussion of the situation. 
Plenty of persons on the floor began to insist 
that it was no more than fair that the other 
elevators be visited. Representatives of the 
houses which had already suffered concurred 
in this sentiment heartily. Dan Seymour of 
the Nationa! Elevator said that he had heard 
L. D. Norton say that some of the whéat in 
the Illinois River Elevator was getting down 
very close to the danger-line and his 
tellow-proprietors at Lockport would have to 
belp him pay the expense of getting it taken 
care of. It is believed that there is some- 
bg less than 150,000 bushels of wheat in 
this house, only a portion of which is inferred 
to be below grade. In the general talk near- 
ly every elevator in the system came in fora 
share of the floating comment, It was insin- 
uated that one of the Seaverns houses would 
have been looked into before this but for the 
fact that a member of the family was on 
the Board of Directors. 

It is a matter of common knowle about 
the Board of Trade offices that the National 
Elevator contains about 300,000 bushels of 
wheat of the crop of 1882. James H. Milne 
said yesterday that he would not take any of 
this wheat at a discout of one-half cent per 
bushel from the market price, and that he 
knew of other large shippers who were of 
the same opinion. This and the Keith Ele- 
vator are under the same management, and 
there is an interesting story floating about 
‘Change which may explain why neither of 
these houses was mentioned in the commit- 
tee’s report. Late Saturday afternoon, 80 
the story runs, a firm of shippers chartered 
a steamer, which was sent to the Keith 
house under instructions to load and depart 
with a cargoof No. 2 wheat Monday morning. 
Bright and early Sunday morning, however

They were filled 
with wheat some yearsago, and being less 
accessible to ves than some others 
have man hang on to that 
wheat until its value has been con- 
sumed more than once in storage charges.

The Ohio Governor’s proclamation quaran- 


tining Cook County on account of pleuro-pneu- 


monia, and forbidding railway companies to un- 
load in Ohio cattle brought from Texas and 
other gulf States, is still a cause of much com- 


plaint. It has been supposed that the quaran- 


tine against Cook County was aimed particularly 
at distillery-fed beeves, and the railroads were 
not much concerned about it, But now the Ohio 
Live-Stock Commissioners are said to be 
giving a much wider interpretation to 
the quarantine restrictions. Dispatches were 
received from Toledo yesterday by local 


railroad officials and cattlemen stat- 
ing that the veterinary surgeon gt Toledo, 
acting under the instructions the Live-Stock 
Commission, had forbidden the unloading ot any 


cattle from the Union Stock-Yards of this city.. 


Such a prohibition, besides causing great — 
ance if not loss to railroad companies and cattle 
shippers, is manifestly an unjust and senseless 
boycott on the Chicago Stock- Yards. The railroads 
are not carrying Cook County cattle into Ohio, 
and claim that they have been careful in réceiv- 
ing cattle destined to Ohio cities to see that such 
cattle had not come from any of the quarantined 
localities. But, under this new ruling of the 
Ohio Live-Stock Commussion, cattle from no part 
of the country can be unloaded in Ohio if on 
their journey tmther they pass through the 
Chicago yards. Ifsuch a ruling has been made 
it is a direct blow at the Union Stock-Yards, and 
will naturally result in the diversion of consider- 
able business from this city. Owners of herds, 
whether they intend shipping to Ohio points or 
not, will be prejudiced against Chicago by this 
Ohio ruling and, other things equal, will choose 
other routes rather than let their cattle get a 
breathing opel in the Union Stock-Yards. The 
matter is, therefore, of interest to the Western 
as well as the Eastern lines centering in Chica- 
go. Itis to be hoped that the Toledo surgeon 
who has forbidden the unloading there of Union 
Stock-Yards cattle is a blunderbuss who has 
misunderstood his instructions and did not know 
that the Union Stock-Yards, though located in 
Cook County, were exempt from the special 
2 regulations covering Cook County 
ca 8. 


The Vermont Inter-State Case. 

Rurlaxp, Vit., Sept. 2.— The Inter-State 
Commerce Commission resumed its hearing to- 
day in the case of the Vermont farmers and the 
Boston & Albany Railroad against the Vermont 
Central for violating the law in the arrange- 
ment of its local tariffs. A number 
of officials were examined, On behalf 
of the complainants i was alleged 
that the Central Vermont. on account of having 
a longer route than other roads doing through 
business from the West, was allowed to become 
@ competitor of the Boston & Albany through 
the rebate system, while, at the same time, it did 
not correspondingly reduce its local rates, which 
was in violation of the law. The Boston & Al- 
bany, in order to get through business, and at 
the same time comply with the law on local 
business, had been compelled to reduee its rates 
on the latter 2 per cent. It was necessary to the 
road's existence that it should be relieved from 
this unfair competition. 

On behalf of the Vermont Central it was stated 
that it was doing its honest best to comply with 
the law; that owing to its length of road und 
cost of construction through a rough country it 
was ata er that it never paid 
dividends; and that it could not pay expenses if 
its local tariffs were reduced to basis of its 
through tariffs, 

On behalf of the Montpelier & Wells River 
Railroad it was stated that if the Vermont Cen- 
tral had to reduce its local tariff this road would 
also, and, being a competitor and not having any 
through traffic, the road would greatly suffer.

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The Trouble in Havana. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 2.—The Depart- 
ment of State is in receipt of information touch- 
ing the recent military seizure of the custom- 
house at Havana and the occurrences of the fol- 
lowing week. The report says that these occur- 
rences greatly excited public feeling in Havana, 
and that they are regarded as indications of deep- 
rooted corruption in the fiscal administration, a 
precarious situation, and decay of material prop- 
erty.

THE GREAT INTERNATIONAL CAMP. 


Some of the Difficulties It Has Been Nec- 
essary to Overcome. 

The International Miltary Encampment, 
which -is to have possession of Chicago during 
the first twenty days of October, is attracting 
universal attention to this city. The only for- 
eign nations Which have so far accepted the in- 
vitations outright are Norway, Sweden, Holland. 
Switzerland, and Belgium. When these ac- 
ceptances arrived it was found that perhaps 
it devolved on the QGhicago managers of 


the encampment to get the troops of these na- 
tions through foreign territory to the seaports. 
Fortunately a line of steamshins sailing for New 
York from Copenhagen Was discovered and this 
obstacle largely overcome. When it was learned 
that troops were coming from these nations, local 
societies here at once set to work to give them an 
elaborate reception and make their stay some- 
thing to remember. No South Americans and 
few Oriental nations were invited. Turkey 
Italy, and other lesser nations received invita- 
tions but declined. Mexico said she was too 

or. 
reason of refusal of tnese and other nations has 
reference to the watchfulness which they maintain 
in regard to each other's movements, [It is probable 
that there is a 3 prevalent among all na- 
tions at present that they cannot spare a warrior 
when so much war talk is engaged in. It has 
been generally intimated, however, that if the 
United States Government hd officially invited 
nations to participate the matter would have 
been simplified somewhat. This affair being 
purely a citizens’ movement, and not under na- 
tional auspices, it could not be seriously consid- 
erea abroad. 

Another fact ages much labor to the man- 
agers was that in relation to the movement of the 
troops of one State through another. Under our 
laws there can no such movement without 
permission of the ‘respective Governors. The 
permission of all States involved had, therefore, 
to be secured. it was found that troops coming 
from abroad via New York and from the Atlantic 
soast could be most cheaply transported through 
Canada. This item of diplomacy was left to the 
railways themselves. They put the matter be- 
fore the officials at Ottawa in its common-sense 
aspect. Ottawa gave a liberal construction of 
the matter, deciding that this not being a move- 
ment of troops for hostile prepesee the railways 
were at liberty to go on with the transportation. 
To the railways also were left the details of bat- 
tling with the Inter-State law, a little matter 
in which they are quite competent to act when 
advisable. They put their heads together and 
coolly agreed to transport the troops for one 
cent per mile, and to carry passengers to and 
from Chicago a the encampment at the rate 
of around trip for the usual passage price one 


way. 38 

At the outset the question of raising funds 
was and still is a problem. It was agreed to pay 
the expenses of all visiting troops from the time 
they left home until their return, including the 
foreigners. This involved railway and steamship 
transportation, rations, and other incidental ex- 
penses. Most regiments have requested to be per- 
mitted to lead a camp life, and these will only need 
rations while in Chicago. Then there were $1,000 
musicians to care for, who must be trained 
on arrival to play together, and give the 
world some music on an elaborate scale. 
To avoid throwing any such liability on any 
one and to prevent a deficit the managers or- 
ganized a stock company under the State laws 
and gave stock to all subscribers. There has been 
$70,000 raised to date, and it is believed citizens 
will take sufficient pride in the matter to sub- 
scribe still more liberally.

THE PROPOSED FISHERY COMMISSION. 

The announcement that the English Gov- 
ernment has deputed Mr. Chamberlain to visit 
this country as Chief Commissioner and to 
join with certain others, among them the En- 
glish Minister at Washington and the Cana- 
dian Minister of Fisheries, in the matter of a 
special convention to settle the fishery ques- 
tion shows that Canadian diplomacy is para- 
mount in our own State Department and that 
the President and Secretary of State have 
once more arrogated the functions of Con- 
gress in despite of its almost unanimous. pro- 
hibition. 

The negotiation for this convention has 
been kept very quiet at Washington, and 
even now all that can be learned of its pre- 
liminaries comes from English sources. The 
London correspondent of the Toronto Globe 
contributes somé important details. The 
first steps towards the convention were 
taken at the end of last May. For two 
months communications passed between 
Washington, London, and Ottawa, and on or 
about the Ist of August the propositions cf 
the Administration were accepted. The final 
arrangements were concluded the 26th ult. 
The British Commissioners will be Mr. Cham- 
berlain, Sir Lionel Sackville West, and Sir 
Charles Tupper. Carte blanche has been

Streator Say About the Road—Criminal 
Negligence Somewhere—The History of 
the Road and Its Absorption by the 
Wabash System. 

Srreator, IL, Sept. 2.—[Special.|—Aug. 
19 a wreck occurred on the Streator & Fair- 
bury Branch of the Wabash, St. Louis & 
Pacific Railway. It was caused by the break- 
ing of a rail, and a passenger-car, after being 
dragged violently over the ties for 100 yards, 
was upset and turned over, There were 
twenty passengers in the coach at the time, 
but aside from being dreadfully frightened 
no person was injured. Upon looking at the 
place where the accident happened it was 
discovered that a piece about two feet long 
was broken out of a rail which was worn 
down through the top or crown of the T to 
the narrow part. From the appearance of 
the piece it had evidently been cracked for 
some time, because both ends were rusted 
and showed no appearance of afresh break.

So that in the case of first-class business 
property in the heart of Chicago the im- 
provement value is almost invariably above 
the ground value, and in some cases exceeds 
it three or four times. On older or less ex- 
pensive buildings the rule will not hold good, 
and in such instances ground value frequent- 
ly amounts to 60 and even 70 per cent of the 
total. Enough has been stated, however, to 
show the effect of exempting costly business 
structures from taxation and putting the en- 
tire levy on the ground. 

In the case of dwellings in the aristocratic 
portions of the city it is difficult to find a 
proportion between ground and improvement 
values, as the lots vary so greatly in size. 
The following are instances of dwellings be- 
longing to the palatial” class and having a 
lot frontage little wider than the building it- 
self:

valuable ora large portion is reserved for 
each house the proportion indicated above 
may be destroyed or even reversed. Build- 
ings depreciate rapidly, but new, first-class 
structures on choice streets are as a 
rule valued higher than the ground on 
which they stand. Here again is seen the 
effect of the single land tax in releasing over 
half the value of the most costly city real 
estate from taxation. In the portions of the 
city built up with modest dwellings and cot- 
tages the proportion is better established, the 
houses almost always being two or three 
times the value of the ground. Allowing, 
however, for old-fashioned and depreciated 
buildings in both the residence and business 
portions, it would seem that statisticians are 
very near the mark when they say that in 
cities of over 50,000 population and ordinary 
area the ground value is between 40 and 50 
per cent of the total. In the multitude of 
smaller cities and villages land is much 
cheaper, and houses of every class will av- 
erage four or five times the value of Ine lots. 
As Georgeism is to apply equally to cities 
and villages, it would seem that by no reason- 
able calculauon can the single land tax be 
made to bear on more than three-tenths of 
the total value now included in urban and 
village land and buildings. 

The total value in the United States of city 
and village ground and improvements (in- 
cluding mines, as George proposes) is re- 
turned by the last Federal census in round 
numbers at $10,000,000,000. As has been 
shown, not more than $3,000,000,000 is naked 
ground value. Taxing that value at 6 per 
cent, in order to extinguish rents, will give a 
revenue of $180,000,000, which is the utmost 
that can be realized by a rental value tax on 
city and village lands after excluding im- 
provements. 

Turning to farm lands, there is not the 
same difficulty in ascertaining the propor- 
tions of ground and improvement values. 
In several of the States valuations have 
been taken in detail and the footings carried 
out with this end in view. Perhaps no census 
of the kind is more reliable than that of Mas- 
sachusetts taken in 1875 under the super- 
vision of Carroll D. Wright. The following 
are the results in the valuation of farm prop- 
erty in that State:

Thus, in the old populous State of Masse- 
chusetts, with small farms, numerous and 
costly improvements, but an inferior soil, the 
ground value constitutes nearly seven-tenths 
of the total. It must follow that in the great 
agricultural district of the West, where farms 
are larger, the soil richer, and improvements 
fewer and less costly in proportion to the 
acreage occupied, the percentage of ground 
value would rise to eight or nine tenths. To 
give the Georgeites the benefit of every 
doubt, seven-tenths naked ground value may 
be allowed for farms throughout the country. 
On this the farmers must pay 6 per cent in 
order to extinguish the rental value. Taxed 
at 6 per gent on $7,000,000,000 the farmers 
would pay $420,000,000 per annum, or $108,000,- 
000 m excess of the present State, county, 
township, and municipal taxation of the 
United States! State, county, city, town, 
school, poorhouse, road, and ail other State 
and Territorial taxation combined now make 
only $312,000,000, and yet under the single 
land tax the farmers alone would be levied 
on for $420,000,000, 

The above figures tell the entire story. The 
farmers owning barely one-half the real-es- 
tate of the country (true valuation) would 
pay seven-tenths of all taxes and $100,000,000 
more than is now paid on farms, city real es- 
tate, buildings, railroads, telegraphs, hve- 
stock, mines, machinery, stocks of goods, 
supplies, housebold furniture, and personal 
property of every description. Meanwhile, 


not appoint Commissioners to settle any- 
thing pertaining to this question. The at- 


tempt has been made once before. In the 


memorandum agreement made by Secretary 
Bayard and the British Minister extending 
the provisions of the Washington treaty it

That recommendation was refused by the 
Senate by the emphatic vote of 35 to 
10. The commission scheme thereby re- 
lapsed into “innocuous desuetude“ for a 
time, but the present revelation 
shows that the West-Bayard conspiracy 
has again come to the surface, and that an 
effort will now be made to push it to acon- 
summation without Congressional authority. 
Id is probable that the President will name 
the Commissioners without that authority, 
and Mr. Bayard announces that they will 
meet the English Commissioners in Washing- 
ton some time in October. It goes without 
saying, however, that. such a commission on 
our side at least wil! be a purely informal 
one; that it not only will have no power to 
negotiate a treaty but that it will have no au- 
thority to decide upon any pian of adjustment 
binding this Government, and that the Sen- 
ate in view of the unconstitutional manner 
in which it has been organized will not ap- 
prove of its findings. If ajoint commission 
was not necessary in 1885 it is not necessary 
now, and as the Senate decided then against 
a commisrion it is not likely that it will tol- 
erate it now, especially when its authority 
has been set at defiance. The Administra- 
tion is acting simply upon its own responsi- 
bility, at the instigation of the English and 
Canadian authorities, who have been clamor- 
ous for a commission from the first, remem- 
bering the successful manner in which they 
swindled this country in the Halifax award. 

The proposed commission will amount to 
nothing. Even if its decisions could have 
any binding effect it would only tide over 
the difficulties for a few years, and then they 
would break out again. There is but one 
definit remedy, and that is clearly stated by 
the Toronto Globe, which says: 


Our neighbors want perpetual access to the 
fisheries on exactiy the same terms as British 
subjects, all fishermen to be, of course, submitted 
to strict close-season rules, and to other sufficient 
regulations for the preservation of the fisheries. 
In return for @ concession so profitabie to the 
Americans, Canadians wish nothing more than un- 
restricted reciprocity in a and everything ese. 
That arrangement would greatly profit both 
countries, and nothing short of it will set the 
Gsheries dispute forever at rest. To patch up 


another ten or twelve years’ arrangement. con- 


cerning the fisheries only, would be to provide 
for a revival of the 100 years’ wrangle, to place the 
fishermen in a position where they cannot settle 
down to long-sighted business, and to neglect a 
fine opportunity for preventing the recurrence 
of acrimonious, warlike, and dangerous interna- 
tional talk.

The road is a part of the Eastern or Chica- 
go Division of the Wabash, St. Lows & 
Pacific Railway. it is not aseparate road, 
but is that portion which was cut off by the 
straightening of the lines to make the Chi- 

go Branch. This portion is thirty-two 
miles long, and has been allowed by the 
Wabash management and by. the. re- 
ceiver after them to fall into utter 
decay. It requires no railroad expert 
to determine its character or to decide upon 
its present condition. The eye of the most 
casual observer can see that it is a road over 
which not another train should be permitted 
torun untilitis properly repaired. There 
are more than twenty miles of iron on it so 
worn down, splintered, frayed, and broken 
that it is a marvel how trains can be drag 
over it, and a still ter marvel how the 
rails can hold upatrain in motion. From 
Streator to Fairbury, acco to the state- 
ments of section-men and of other persons 
familiar with the track, there is not one con- 
tinuous mile of good or safe road. Here and 
there are a few good rails and some sound 
ties, but there are an innumerable quantity 
both of rails and ties that are hopelesly 
and irredeemably bad, liable at any 
moment to give way and cause an 
accident. That the recent accident did 
not prove to be a disaster was owing more to 
good fortune than anything else. It happened 
at a favorable place for a car to turn over, 
and the train was not running faster than 
ten miles an hour. The conductor is report- 
ed to have said that if they nad been running 
faster the accident would have been very 
serious. Thata train may run off the track 
and turn a summerset once gives no agsur- 
— that the feat may be repeated with im- 
punity. 

In walking over the track a few miles south 
of Streator in a distance of a hundred yards 
thirty broken and decayed ties were counted. 
Some were broken at the ends and formed 
no support for the rails, while others were 
broken in various places between the rails. 
Many were completely rotted through and 
through, while others were only partially 
rotted. Many of the spikes were loose, and 
could evidently be very easily removed, while 
one spike was picked out of the tie with the 
fingers, and many others could have been. 
Had the rail been simply spiked to the ground 
it would have been as held. Three 
section-men are assigned to look after the 
six miles of track between Streator and Man- 
ville, the next station south. The morning 
of ＋ they went over the vart of the 
track above described to make repairs. They 
had with them one rail, that had seen good 
service already on the main division some- 
where, and that was all. Nota tie nor otner 
iron of any kind did they have. Three more 
puzzled men never went on such aduty. They 
evidently wanted to use their poor little rail 
to the dest advantage, but where 
there were a hundred places needing 
it equally their sole thought seemed to 
be to use if in the place where the worst rail 
in the road was. As they moved slowly 
along, every place they came to seeming to 
be as bad or worse than the one just passed, 
they were by no means chary of their re- 
marks concerning a railroad management 
that would expect three section men to keep 
aroad in repair without material to do it 
with. One rail to repair six miles of track, 
and nota single tie, was an economy in the 
way of materiai that ordinary language 
could hardly do justice to. These section- 
men declared that as the road was along this 
first six miles so it was all the way to Fair- 
bury. Some of it was „but the great 
mass of it was bad as could be, and that 
when the wet and snowy weather came 
there was a liability of the rails spreading 
in more than 50Q places, for these 
rotten ties could not hold them 
in their place at such a season. They 
also said, and citizens of Streator said the 
same thing, that since the road was buil 
sixteen years ago, it had never been repai 
with new rails. Old rails taken up from 
otner road beds where they could no 
longer be used were all that had been used at 
the best, but that there had never been 
even an adequate supply of them. The 
original road was laid with the old-fashioned 
English chair rail. They were of first-class 
. as is evidenced by the length of time 

ey have stood service. The great mass of 
the rails are these old-fashioned rails, but 
occasionally one sees a few strap rails which 
have been usedin reparation. Such is the 
actual condition of the Streator Branch of 
the Wabash Railway as it is today. If there 
is not criminal negligence somewhere in per- 
mitting it to remain in such a condition it is 
impossible legally to define what 
negligence is. 

e criminality is all the greater because 
of the fact that it is not poverty on the part 
of the road that compels this state of affairs. 
Neglected as the c of the road has been,

SHOP HARRIS IS DEAD. 


/ 
A. LEADING SPIRIT OF THE METHOD- 
IST CHURCH NO MORE, 


He Passes Away at His Residence in New 
York After a Long Illness—His Family 
at His Bedside—Sketch of His Career— 
His Birth and Early Education—His 
Labors in the Ministry and for the 
Cause jof Abolition—C. M. Hovey’s 
Death. , 


New York, Sept. 2.—[Special.]—Bishop 
William Logan Harris, one of the most high, 
ly esteemed members of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, died at his residence, No. 68 
East Eighty-first street, at 5:05 o’clock to- 
night. For a numberof years past he had 
been in ill-health and subject at intervals to 
severe attacks of heart-disease. The iilness 
which caused his death appeared Aug. 20 last 
while he was at Liverpool, England. He had 
made arrangements to sail for this oountry 
Aug. 4, but was unable to start until nine 
days later. On the way across the heart 
trouble returned and has continued ever 
since. On his arrival here he was taken to 
the St. Denis Hote! and Drs. Lee, Pardee, and 
Mendlesonn called. Aug. 25 he was removed 
to his home. Wednesday night he became 
delirious and opiates had to be resorted to. 
This morning he fell into a state of semi- 
consciousness, in which he remained until 
about 8 o’clock in the afternoon, when com- 
plete coma was established. There were 
present at his bedside when he expired his 
wife, his son William Harris, and his un- 
married daughter. Had he lived until Sept. 
14 he would have celebrated the fiftieth 
anniversary of his admission to the ministry. 
The funeral arrangements have not been def- 
initly made, but the services will take place 
at St. Paul’s Church. The details will be 
settled by Bishop E. G. Andrews of Boston, 
Who is expected here from Mechanicsville, 
Q., tomorrow morning. Mrs. Dr. M. P. Hat- 
field of Chicago, a daughter, has been sum- 
moned by telegraph. ;

He continued his preaching afterward 
in the North Ohio Conference, at Dover, 
Belleville, Amity, Chesterville, and in 1844 
going to Delaware. At Dover he was 
married to Miss Atwell. His early preach- 
ing was marked by its fervency and wer. His 
tireless ene led him to cover much ground in 
those early o charges, and success followed 
his teachings. While at Worcester he was or- 
dained an elder by Bishop Roberts. At this 
time calls were made upon him to teach, 
and after a year at Delaware, O., he ac- 
cepted a tutorship in the Ohio Wesleyan 
University. In 1 however, he returned to 
pastoral work. Soon after, while at Toledo, he 
was taken with malaria and resolved to go back 
to teaching. He became in 1848 the principal of 
Baldwin Institute at the request of the confer- 
ence. This institution is now Baldwin Uni- 
versity. Three years afte e accepted the 
chair of chemistry, physics, and natural history 
in the Ohio Wesleyan University. This position 
he filled for eight years, building up a reputation 
as @ successful teacher. His expositions and 
lectures were mark for their clearness

C. M. Hovey, the Floriculturist, Dead. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 2.—[Special.]—Mr. C. 
M. Hovey, the well-known floriculturist and 
pomologist of Cambridge, died at his resi- 
dence on Broadway this evening. He was 77 
years of age. The immediate cause of his 
death was paralysis of the heart, although he 
had been seriously ill with a complication of 
diseases ever since early in May. 


[Mr. Hovey was born in 1810 at Cambridge. He 
was the son of Phineas Hovey, at that time a 
prominent d wealthy citizen of Cambridge. 
His early boyhood was spent in Cam- 
bridge, and it was there and in Boston that his 
first business ventures were made. In 1832 
he, with his brother Phineas Hovey, opened a 
seed store in Boston, on Cornhill, in connection 
with which a nursery was opened a few years 
later in Cambridgeport. This business proved 
so successful that in 1840 Hovey Brothers pur- 
chased a tract of forty acres of land 
in Cambridge, extending from Broadway to the 
Somerville line, and established the famous 
nursery by which their names are known. Mr. 
Hovey by no means confined himself to the occu- 

ations of a purely busines$-man, however. In 

835, when oo 24 years old, he founded the 
Horticultural Magazine and was its editor for 
thirty-tive years, He also began in 1848 that re- 
markable semes of illustrated studies of the 
fruits of America which were eompleted 
many years later, Mr. Hovey was a member of 
the ston Horticultural Society for fifty-five 

ears, and was among the most active members 
n building up the society and bringing about 
the completion of the present structure 
on Tremont street. He was President of 
the society during five terms from 1862-67. Mr. 
Hovey was an acknowledged authority upon all 
subjects connected with floriculture or horti- 
culture, and the private library of books upon 
these subjects which he had collected probably 
is not equaled in this country. He leaves a 
family of three grown-up children.]

Denver, Oolo., Sept. 2.—[Special.]—Lieut. 
Burnett, with a cavalry company from Fort 
Duchesne, Who went to Meeker with Agent 
Byrnes, gives a detailed account of the fight near 
Rangely, gathered partly from Indian sources 
and from observation. He said: 

“This band have not generally been on the- 
reservation. Oolorow has been there twice to 
my knowledge. He and his immediate followers 
are generally hunting in Garfield County. He 
had been out ia April or May, and I had orders 
to order Colorow to return to the reser- 
vation, Colorow had romised to return 
but be did not. n my report 1 
remarked that I doubted if he would keep his 

romise. Colorow and his band are not liked by 

other Indians. They are looked upon as out- 
laws and rene and the other Indians al- 
ways feared they would get them into trouble. 
The other chiefs and tribes took no stock in Colo- 
row. If they had there would haye been trouble 
long ago. Colorow was a mischief-maker, and 
they knew it. 

“There are over 2,000 Utes on both reserva- 
tions. The Uncompahgres could put over 200 
warriors in the field and the Ourays and White 
Rivers as many more. Possibly they could put 
500 bucks in the field. The Indians told me they 
were surprised while at breakfast. They said 
they did not want to fight, and said they were 
not mad. They said they were compelled to kill 
the white men to rescue their families, and they 
thought they were on the reservation, as the 
boundary line is not definitly settled. The en- 
tire band of Utes were greatly excited 
and would have fought if pressed. I be- 
lieve they would have massacred the 
entire command if they had got started. 
The Indians claimed they did not know what the 
warrants meant when the Game Warden and his 
men came to serve them. The whites took their 
arms away and they thought they were going to 
be murdered. They ran, and were fired upon, 
three 2 wounded, One was seriously wound- 
ed, and this greatly retarded them on their way 
back to the reservation. Colorow said that he 
was out 1 when this occurred, and if he 
had been there there would have been trouble. 
I think it might have been a great deal worse had 
he been there.“ 

Agent Byrnes said: “I took hold of this 
agency about six months ago, the Ist of January, 
and since the post has been established there the 
Indians have much ater respect for the Gov- 
ernment officials. I have out 259 names off the 
roster of the Indians 8 to the agency 
since I took hold. The Indians claim, they 
have lost 400 horses, 2,000 sheep, and some goats. 
These they want returned, and I believe if they 
are not returned there will be an uprising. If 
the stock is returned I believe the Indians 
will keep their promise and stay on the reserva- 
tion. We controlled them this time, but they had 
great loss of life to avenge. They went to.in- 
vestigate for themselves and we could not stop 
them, but we got them to return home, and the 
now want their stock. There are not enoug 
troops at the agency or near it to control them 
if they choose to go on the,war-path. They 
say they are not mad and do not want to fight. 
I finished paying them their annuities 
only last Saturday. I distributed 217,000, 
bright new silver dollars. I had 
learned that the Sheriff's party were chasing 
them in Colorado, and I wanted to keep as many 
of them at home as possible, so I counted out the 
money to them a dollar at a time to consume as 
much time as possible. I thought the mancy 
would hold them, and I believe it did, They got 
their biankets full of money.” 

The Indians insist that their only losses were 
one child killed by a horse at Rangely and 
another wounded. e white men are positive 
that Indians were killed, the number being vari- 
ously stated at five to fifteen, and one man says 
some scalps can be shown. All of the captured 
property in horses and sheep and goats will be 
surrendered to thé. Indians if it can be found, but 
there will be a shortage, which must be settled 
in money. When this is done and tne Indians 
admit their receipt of it and promise to 
keep out of Colorado, and the agent succeeds in 
keeping them on their reservation, order will be 
restored. The eastern boundary of the reserva- 
tion 4 not plainly marked, and this must be lo- 
cate 


There was g little scene at a public meeting in 
Meeker at which Gov. Adams and Agent Byrnes 
made brief explanations. ‘The latter said he had 
issued no passes to Indians to hunt in Garfield 
County, but some of his audience interrupted 
him with the assertion that they had seen his 

asses. The people think the agent has not 

en long enough: with the Indians to fully un- 
derstand their habits of concealment, and, in the 
vernacular, they play him for a sucker.” 

Gov. Adams and Gen. Crook have reached an 
agreement which ends the matter and leaves the 
Indians at the agency, where the troops will keep 
wem. Some believe that they will bide their 
time and seek revenge for their slain. They are 
to be paid for all stock not returned.

LAW AGAINST WINE ADULTERATION. 


It Goes Into Effect in New York—Does Not 
Affect Chicago Merchants. 

New York, Sept. 2.—The new law against 
the adulteration of wine wentinto effect in this 
State yesterday. It absolutely forbids the man- 
ufacture or sale of any wine that has been 
treated with any one of a dozen different dele- 
terious substances, and leaves water and sugar, 
with grape brandy, about the only things that 
can be legally added to the pure juice of the 
grape inthe manufacture of wine. The law ein- 
cludes earbonic acid in the list of forbidden 
adulterants, and therefore prohibits the use of 
the carbonating or “new-process’’ method of 
making champagne. The difference between the 
new and the old, or French, processis that the 
new way is to manufacture the carbonic-acid gas 
separately and force it into the wine, just as 
itis forced into soda-water, while by the old 
method the gasis formed in the wive by the 
natural process of fermentation. Eminent ex- 
pert authority is quoted in suppost of the state- 
ment that it is impossible for a chemist to tell by 
analysis whether the gas in any ee wine 
is the natural or the artificial product. Impris- 
onmenht for a year, $1,000 fine, and an additional 
fine of $1 a gallon are the 4 4 that may be 
imposed for violation of the law. There are 
about a dozen firms in the State engaged in the 
manufacture of the new process wine, Most 
of them are in this city. ey held a conference 
last week ana decided to continue the business 
as usual and to unite in making legal fight if 
any attempt is made to enforce that part of the 
law. They claim that the words “carbonic 
acid“ were slipped into the bill in the interest 
of foreign wine men and manufacturers in this 
country who use the French method. 

At the office of H. T. Dewey & Son on Fulton 
street it was said: The law merely anticipates 
our action, as we were about adopting the old 
process anyhow, on account of the bad name 
some unprincipled wine concoctors had given to 
the corbonating method by adulterating their 

roduct. As for regular injurious adulteration, 

hat is stopped altogether, and you have no idea 
how much of a stoppage that is. Why, they 
make wine nowadays without a particle of grape 
juice in it. Wehave just received from Portu- 
gal a proposition to supply us with a secret 
coloring matter. The proposition has it all 
figured out for us, to show that with an amount 
of their stuff, costing $13 in our money, -we can 
turn 1,650 gallons of white wine into claret. They 
sent a sample With the offer. Just so much of it 
as could be taken up on the point of a knife-blade 
turned a glass of water in an instant into the 
loveliest claret-colored liquid you ever saw.“

Chicago Wine-Dealers Do Not Care. 

Wine-dealers in Chicago are in no way per- 
turbed about the new Wine law which has gone 
into force in the State of New York. It forbids 
the use of certain adulterants in the manufact- 
ure of wine, among them carbonic-acid gas, This 
gas has been used by New York manufacturers 
to make an imitation champagne, the gas being 
forced into common California wine just as it 1s 
forced into soda-water, giving the wine the effer- 
vescing appearance of fermented champagne. 
The imitation or “‘domestic’’ champagne is 
quoted at $6.50 per case, while the cheapest 
genuine imported wine is nearly three times that 
price. Wine-dealers here say there is hardly any 
trade done in Chicagoin the imitation wines— 
some of them su ply a little to private families, 
but that is all. ey assert, however, that there 
is nothing injurious in this gas-made wine, and 
that it is the hight of absurdity to prohibit the 
use of carbonic acid in wine manufacture. If 
people are allowed to drink sparkling or ef- 
fervescing soda-water, Why not sparkling 
wine, both being made by the same process? 
Any ordinary wine-drinker, it is asserted—cer- 
tainly any Chicago wine-drinker—can tell the 
imitation wine from the genuine fermented 
product. 5

CATHOLIC COLLEGE DESTROYED. 


The Bullding in St. Meinrad, Ind., Burned 
— Other Fires. 

Hr xNrNnUnd, Ind., Sept. 2.— [Special.] — 
At 1 o' clock today a fire broke out in the mag - 
nificent abbey and college of the Catholic Church 
in St. cMeinrad, Spencer County, an interior 
town fifteen miles south of this city. Despite 
the heroic efforts of about 100 men the building, 
together with most of its contents, was de- 
stroyed.

| The Monk's Wedding. N 
In one of his richest and most sympathetic 

poems Dante Gabriel Rossetti has painted for 

us a picture of Italy’s greatest poet when in 


at Verona. It was there that the Florentine 
learned 

How salt his food who fares 

Upon another's bread; how steep his path 

o treadeth up and down another's stairs. 

His figure is the one dash of gloom in 
the bright-colored court, where his supe- 
riority made him at once feared and 


hated; for he was a hawk imprisoned 
among butterflies and mice. His voice in 
council was heard and heeded; but at the 
feast. where he sat in sullen silence, perhaps 
meditating his wrongs, he was made the butt 
of the foul-mouthed fool whose ribaldry ex- 
cited Can Grande’s shallow mirth. And thus 
the years slipped by while he dreamed of 
freeing the beautiful city of his birth or 
traversed the paths that he alone knew lead- 
ing through heaven and hell. And he who 
writes of him says that when his sombre 
face was seen upon the streets the women 
hushed their chatter to remark upon the red- 
touched beard, which, as they would have it, 
told of his mysterious journeyings in fiery 
regions. 
dramatic scene which kindled the 
fancy of Rossetti also appealed to the im- 
agination of Conrad Ferdinand Meyer, a 
Swiss author, who wrote “The Monk’s 
edding,” now given to us in an 12 
translation. The story is a dark one, flung 
against the brilliant background of Verona 
in the days of Dante and Can 
Grande. It is a winter’s night, and 
the Prince is sitting among his foois, and 
favorits, and courtiers when the poet joins 
the throng and is importuned foratale. He 
improvises a romance from an inscription 
which he read upon a tombstone in the Fran- 
ciscan Garden at Padua: “Here lies the 
monk Astorre, with his wife Antiope: in- 
terred by Ezzelin.“ As Dante unfolds the 
tale his power enchains the interest of his 
hearefs while his indirect satire stings 


them. 

A brief abstract of the plot is this: Astorre, 
the youngest member of the noble Paduan 
family Vicedomini, has taken the monastic 
vows. He is near the river bank one fair 
day when his brother brings home a new 
bride, for the brother is a widower, and on 
him falls the duty of 1 the family 
name. In the boat are children by a 
former marriage. Ezzehn, the tyrant of 
Padua, rides by, and as the bridal 


salute him the boat overturns 
the occupants are wn but 


the affianced bride, who is dragged the 
water by Astorre. The old head of the 
afflicted house is on his death-bed when the 
news of the disaster is brought to him. He 
procures a dispensation from Rome loosing 
the vows of his only remaining son, and be- 
fore he expires he betroths Astorre to Diana. 
The monk, with many misgivings, obeys his 
father’s will. When he pauses at a 
booth in Padua to buy the  betrothal 
ring the circle drops from his hand 
and rolls to the feet of a young girl whose 
face he remembers as havipg carried in his 
soul for years. It was at an execution that he 
first saw her. Then she was a child, and while 
he was offering the sacraments to the man 
who was about to be beheaded she stretched 


vow even as he broke those that bound him 
to the service of the church. The action of the 
story is swift, but the end is that at the mar- 
riage feast, which is celebrated at Astorre’s 
palace, the young bride is slain by her reject- 
ed rival. Astorre falls by the hands of her 
brother, but not before he, too, has stained 
his soul with blood in avenging the death of 
his beloved. 

The tragedy is impressive enough to be 
worthy of a atic setting. The transla- 
tion is, perhaps, too literal to be praised as a 
worthy artistic form, but the story, either in 
the original or in English, is sufficiently 
imaginative to repay perusal. 

Conrad Ferdinand Meyer, the author of 
“The Monk’s Wedding,“ just published, isa 
Swiss poet and novelist. He was born Oct. 
12, 1825, at Zurich, and he lives at Kilchberg 
near that city. He published a volume of 
ballads in 1867; Tue Last Days of Hutten,“ 
an epic poem, in 1872; “Jtirg.Jenatsch,” a 
novel, in 1878, and since then several smaller 
stories, among them Die Hochzeit des 
Mönchs,“ now translated into English by 
Miss Sarah H. Adams, the translator of Her- 
man Grimm. Meyer’s prose works maj be 
described as historical novels.

The opinion seems to be rather widely en- 
tertained that the Dearborn Observatory in this 
city is little better than a “peep show.“ and for 
that reason its threatened removal from 
is viewed With indifference. Such a belief would 
probably not be persisted in by any one after 
having tried te read the annual report of the di- 
rectors ot the institution, which has just been 
published. The word tried is used advisedly. 
asthe pamphlet is made up in large part of 
words that are nearly as bad as so much Greek 
to the ave reader and of figures which con- 
vey bis little information except to the initiated 
few. But it evidently covers a great deal of 
ground, and much that is new to the scientific 
world, The report embraces the work of two 
years.

ANNUAL MEETING OF OLD SOLDIERS OF 
THE FIFTY-SEVENTH ILLINOIS. 


The Pretty Town of Tiskilwa, III., the Scene 
of the Gathering—A Reception Which 
Astonished Even the Veterans—Brief 


History of a Regiment with a 8 
Career—The Exchange of Reminiscences 
—Some Queer Stories—A Day at Alla- 
toona Pass. é 

One thousand and twenty-five men marched 
out of Chicago one morning early in 1802, and 
of this number less than 400 returned home 
at the end of the War of the Rebellion. They 
composed the Fifty-seventh Illinois Volun- 
teer Infantry, and their experience in the 
great conflict was an arduous and bloody one. 
It was the association formed by the veterans 
of the Fifty-seventh who held areunion at 
Tiskilwa, III., Thursday and Friday of the 
present week, and Tue TRIBUNE’s dispatches 
contained a brief account of the formal pro- 
ceedings of the occasion. Nothing of the 
spirit of the gathering, however, was or 
could be conveyed in the short account sent. 
It was a typical reunion and a study of de- 
cided interest. 

The Fifty-seventh Illinois was made up of 
five Chicago companies and five from the 
outside. A large proportion of the outside 
volunteers came: from the small towns of 
Bureau County, and these contributed the 
300 or 400 men who made themselves famous 
by seizing a steamboat and some hay barges 
and starting down the Illinois River to St. 
Louis, where they expected to enter the Fed- 
eral service under a Colonel more popular 
with them than the one they at the time ex- 
pected to have. It. was telegraphed abroad 
that they were Rebel sympathizers on 
their way to enter the service of 
the Confederacy, and the boat was 
stopped by cannon at Alton and the 
astonished recruits made prisoners and hur- 
ried into the State penitentiary at the place 
named, barely escaping an attack from ex- 
cited Unionists. They were subsequently 
sent to Chicago for discipline. 

Col. 8. D. Baldwin was raising a ment 
in this city at the time, and the Bureau 
County troops, ostensibly part of the Fifty- 
sixth, were assigned to complete the Fifty- 
seventh, which was at once ordered to the 
front. it began making history immediately, 
and a few words as to its war career will in- 
dicate the quality of the veterans who met 
at Tiskilwa. 

Upon the battle-flag of the regiment ap- 
pear the following words: 

Fort Donelson, Kingston,

Siege of Corinth, Allatoona Pass,

That is record enough for one regiment, 
certainly—to begin with Grant in his first 
t victory, to go through some of the 
ercest battles of the war su uently, and 
end its service by going with Sherman to the 
sea. At Donelson the regiment suffered ter- 
ribie privations from cold, but lost few in 
killed or wounded. At Shiloh its losses were 
terrible, and at Corinth as bad, while the

which it participated the Fifty-seventh lost 
heavily, but its darkest days were on the

It was merely a jolly, story-telling, 
reminiscent crowd in the car. Tiskilwa was 
reached at 1 p.m. There were at the depot 
the loval post, veterans from other towns, 
veterans not of the Fifty-seventh, a brass 
band, and a host of citizens. A line was 
formed and the march made to a hall on the 
main street, where dinner was to be served. 


THE TOWN OF TISKILWA. 

The visitors saw thea what Tiskilwa and 
its people are like. Tiskilwa is a town of 
about 1,000 people and one of the prosperous 
villages of Bureau County. It is an old town 
its people are prosperous, even rich, an 
there is not a prettier place, in some respects, 
in all the West. The town is visible from no 
direction until it is almost entered. Its 
main street, running east and wes 
terminates suddenly at the foot of a wood 
bluff. To the south rises a similar wooded 
bluff almost as steep. All about, beyond the 
bluffs, is rich farming land. From the hills 
on évery side flow springs of pure water, and 
even in the driest times Tiskilwa does not 
suffer. The town claims to have, and does 

apparently have,a greater extent of well- 
kept sidewalk than any other town of its size 
in the State. It has two public parks, both 
admirably kept, and one containing a pretty 
soldiers’ monument. Its high school stands 
in the midst of a heavily- wooded park of nine 

and the building is something remark- 
abie for its size and elegance inside and out- 
side. It isdoubtful if outside the largest 
cities there is anything to compare with it in 
tne West. There is a public reading-room 
and library on the main street of the town, 
and its two or three policemen wear stars 
and carry themselves jauntily. That was 
the sortof atownto which the veterans 
came. As for the pie of Tiskilwa, it need 
only be said that they exerted themselves to 
entertain the veteran soldiers, holding a re- 
union very much as the mothers and sisters 
of those soldiers must have exerted them- 
selves when the return home occurred after 
the war. 

There was something in the le in 
the hall where dinner was served: recalling 
to mind the old daysof the Sanitary Com- 
mission. The dinner was more than good— 
it was lavish and over 1,000 meals were 
served during the two days of ‘the reunion. 
To supply expensive meals was not enough, 
but the veterans must be decorated and but- 
tonhole bouquets were pinnea on the coat- 
lapel of each warrior by fingers that were 
white and slender—for Tiskilwa, being old 
and wealthy, has a society of which many 
alarger town might well be proud. The 
charming feature of all this solicitude was 
that it was not strained ; it was not local pride, 
though that. may have exerteda littie in- 
tiuence; it was not because the thing had be- 
come a matter of social rivairy; it was sim- 
ply because these men who were being enter- 
tained were the remnant of the flower of 
Bureau County who went to the war and of 
a band of Chicagoans who went with them. 
They were heroes in the eyes of the people 
of Tiskilwa and, for that matter, the rem- 
nantof the Fifty-seventh Illinois must be 
heroes to anybody. The ladies who waited 
at the tables included the wives and daugh- 
ters of the wealthiest men in the prosperous 
town and the wives and daughters of those 
who were not wealthy, and the men worked 
as as did their sisters and daugh- 
ters and wives and mothers. Their 
efforts did not cease with the reception and 
meais, but extended to everything which 
could conduce to the comfort of the visitors. 
It was all in earnest. There was a deeply in- 
terested audience when addresses were made 
by one speaker and another, and one could 
see on the faces of the young men that they 
almost regretted they were too young to fight 
in 1862, and that Bureau County could now 
raise a regiment in a day. To give names of 
the citazens of Tiskilwa who were personally 
active in the entertainment is almost out of 
place, since all were taking part, but where 
some of the credit is due may be gleaned 
froma circular of instructions which was 
found:

on sides the color-bearer was a conspic- 
uous mark. One fell dead, another took his 
, and he too soon fell mortally wounded. 
hen private Harrison Reed caught the 
coiors from the dying man’s hand and carried 
them throughout the bloody day. He did not 
seem to have any more respect for bullets 
than have other men for hailstones. He 
escaped death and in recognition of his con- 
spicuous bravery was promoted to Color- 
rgeant. He carried the flag—the compan 
was the color company of the regiment— 
through the war. erever he was ordered 
to put those colors they went, and all the 
regiment-had to do was to follow them, and 
this lasted all through the long years of the 
fierce struggle. It lasted until almost the 
close of Sherman’s march to the sea, when 
Harrison Reed’s term of. inlistment was 
within four days of its termination. Then 
one day the regiment chanced to be march- 
ing along a road through a —— Ahead 
of the regiment were a lot of colored pioneers 
clearing the way. The road led to a hill, and 
as the w of the hill was reached those 
colored pioneers formed their first ac- 
quaintance with shot and shell. A battery 
opened on them and they fied to the woods. 

e re nt was ordered into the woods 
and marched ahead parallel with the woods. 
Tbe woods were shelled, but with little ex- 
ecution. Finally an open field was reached, 
and here something was expected. It came. 
An awful fire was opened on the force as 
soon as it emerged into the field. Harrison 
Reed was to the fore. He went out into the 
field with the colors, then suddenly stopped 
and seemed to consider a moment. A shell 
screamed by his head. That settled the mat- 
ter. He jabbed the butt of the flagstaff 
viciously into the ground, left the colors 
standing there, ensconced himself behind a 
big tree, and roared out:

He had simply been seized with a fit of fine 
reasoning on the occasion in question and 
had ac upon his conclusions in defiance 
of anything.

On another occasion the same two reckless 
fellows invaded a smoke-house and carned 
off what they could find.

And this little reminiscence of Alatoona 
Pass was but one of a thousand called to 
mind at the reunion. One told how Adjutant 
Flansherg, now President of the Association 
of Veterans, saved the colors in a fight, and 
how the staff hit his horse, and of the trou- 
ble Flansberg had in hanging on. Another 
told of how delighted Capt. Busse always 
was when floundering ahead into a hot place 
on the skirmish line, and so on through the 
list of plucky officers and men. It is not at 
all surprising such a group of veterans like 
to get together and talk of the times when 
they had to stand by each other. There was 
not a flavor of boasting, in all the 
story-telling. It all seemed a matter of 
course to this remnant of the Fifty-seventh. 

One little difference between the parting 
and an ordinary one was noticed when the 
veterans separated to take their respective 
trains for home Thursday night. It was the 
„Well, how many of, us will meet next time.“ 
which showed that the men felt — 
were no longer young. The veterans woul 
seem to have no t room for anxiety, 
though. They look younger, act younger, 
and will live longer than the average of men 
ten years their juniors. There is no wonder 
in that. The relic of the Fifty-seventh Regi- 
ment is necessarily composed of its toughest 
men. It is a case of survival of the fittest, 
physically speaking.
